The original survey of your county (complete mops of each town- 
ship, meondered lakes, government lots, etc.) 1s 1m your court- 
heuse, and this original survey is the bosis for al! land descrip- 
ticas 1m your county (See figure 1).

Descriptions of land olwoys read FIRST from either the North or the South. In figures 2, 3, 
4 ond 5, notice thot they oll stort with N (north), or S (south), such os NW, SE, etc. They 
ore neve: WN (west north), ES (east south) etc. 

IMPORTANT: it 1s comporotively simple for onyone to understand o description, that is, 


determine where o troct of land 1s locoted, from even o long description. The SECRET is to 
read or onolyze the description from the reor or bock wards. 


EXAMPLE: Under figure 4, the first description reods E 1-2, SE 1-4, SW 1-4, SW 1-4, The 
lost part of the description reads SW 1-4, which meons thot the tract of land we ore looking 
for 1s somewhere in that quorter (os shown in figure 2).

LZ WHAT IS A METES AND BOUNDS DESCRIPTION? It ts a description of a tract of land by 
starting at o given point, running so many feet a certain direction, so many feet another dir- 
ection etc., back to the point of beginning. EXAMPLE: In figure | notice the small tract of 
lond outlined. The following would be a typical metes and bounds description of thot tract of 
land. ‘Begin at the center of the section, thence north 660 feet, thence eost 660 feet, thence 
south 660 feet, thence west 660 feet, back 10 the point of beginning, and containing 10 acres, 
being o port of Sec. No. etc.” 
IMPORTANT: To focote a tract of land from o metes and bounds description, start from the 
point of inning and follow it out (do not read it bockwards as in the case of o rectongular 
description). 


The small tract of land just located by the above metes and bounds description could also be 
described as the SW 1-4 SW 1-4 NE 1-4 of the section. In most coses, the same tract of land 
moy be described in different woys. The rectangular system of describing and locating land 
as shown in figures 2, 3, 4 and 5 is the most simple and almost olways used when possible. 


EAST 


A circle contains 360 degrees. Explonation: If you start ot the center of o circle and run 360 
straight lines an equol angle aport to the edge of the circle, so as to divide the circle into 


360 equal ports, THE DIFFERANCE OF DIRECTION BETWEEN EACH LINE IS ONE DE- 
GREE. 

In lond descriptions, degree readings ore not o measure of distance. They are combined with 
either North or South, to show the direction a line runs trom o given point.

Theoretically, a township 1s a square tract of land with sides of six miles each, and contain- 
ing 36 sections of lond. Actually this 1s not the case. Years ago, when the original survey 
of this stote wos made by the government engineers, they knew that it was impossible to keep 
a true north and south direction of township lines, ond still keep getting township squares of 
36 square miles. As they surveyed toward the north pole, they were constantly running out of 
land, becouse the township lines were converging toward the north pole. 


If you will turn to one of the township mops in this plat book, you will notice.thot on the north SOUTH 
and on the west of each township, there are divisions of land which show odd ocreayes. In 
some townships, these odd acreages ore called government lots (becouse they were given o lot FIGURE 8 


number), and ot other times left as FRACTIONAL FORTIES OR EIGHTIES. It wos at the op- 
tion of the origina: government surveyors as to whether they would coll these odd acreoges 
government lots, or fractional forties and eighties. 


HOW TO READ DESCRIPTIONS WHICH SHOW 
DIRECTIONS IN TERMS OF DEGREES 


The reason for these odd acreages is thot the government surveyors adjusted for shortages of 
land which developed as they went north, by making fractional forties, eighties or government 
lots out of the land on the west side of o township, and the same tor the land on the north side 
of a township to keep east ond west lines running poroallel. In other words it wos impossible 


to fit ful! squares into o circle. 
In figure 8, the nortn-south line, and the eost-wes! line divide the circie into 4 equal ports, 


Townships sometimes vory in size from the regulorily lard-out township. (see figure 6). Sup- 
pose thot the dotted line in frgure 6 1s 0 river separating two counties. The land north and 
west of the river could be o township in one county, the land south ond east could be o town- 
ship in onother county. Which ever county the land is in, tt still retoins the some section, 
township ond ronge numbers for purposes of land descriptions. 

Each township hos o township number and also a ronge number (sometimes more thon one of 
eoch if the township 1s oversized, of a combination of more thon one township and range). 
Government surveying of townships 1s run from storting lines called bose lines and principol 
meridians. Each township hos a township number. This number is the number of rows or tiers 
of townsh ps thot o township is erther north or south ot the base line. Also eoch township has 
o renge number. This number is the number of rows or tiers of townships that o township is 
either east or west of the principal meridian (See fiaure 7). EVERY DESCRIPTION OF LAND 
SHOULD SHOW THE SECTION, TOWNSHIP AND RANGE IT IS LOCATED IN.

Several differont direction lines 
are shown tn this diagrom, with the number of degrees eoch vories eost or west trom the north 
ond south starting points (remember again that oll descriptions read from the north or south). 
We all know what north-west is. It 1s a direction which 1s halt-way between North ond West 
In terms of degrees the direction north-west would read, north 45 degrees west. (See figure 8)
